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Huge B-36's Hop Atlantic To English Base 


LONDON, Jan. 16 (AP)—The first group of Ameri- 


ca's biggest bombers—the 10-engine B-36—ever to fly 
to Europe landed at Lakenheath Airport today after a 
mysterious flight from Texas. 


The planes are capable of carrying the atom bomb 


more than 10,000 miles. 


Six of the air giants arrived in the flight, which 


started last Saturday from Carswell Air Force at Fort 
Worth, Tex. Headquarters of the U. S. Third Air Di- 
vision here refused, however, to say how many planes 
made the trip. 


Although it is only 5,000 miles from the Texas base, 


the Strategic Air Command at Omaha, Neb., ordered 
thai no reason be given why the planes, capable of 


more than 400 miles an hour, took so long to get here. 


While the planes and crews are scheduled to re- 


turn to Texas in a few days, there have been persistent 
rumors that B-36's would be stationed in England be- 
cause of the worsening world situation. 


Lakenheath field, 70 miles northeast of London, was 


taken over by the Third Air Division in 1948 as a base 
for B-29 and B-50 training operations. 


The "routine training mission", labeled "Operation 


UK" (United Kingdom), was led by Colonel Thomas P. 
Gerity, commander of the Eighth Air Force's llth 
bomb wing. 


Training missions of the Eighth previously have 


been restricted to the territory of Hawaii westward and 


the nation's coastal fringes of the Atlantic eastward. 


The sky giarils bored into the air with their six pro- 


peller motors and four jet engines at intervals sufficient 
to achieve both night and day departures and were di- 
rected on different courses for the 
history-making 


trans-Atlantic run. The route or routes from the home 
base to the landing base in England remained classified 
(secret). 


Each plane carried the normal crew of 15 men and 


simulation of complete combat armament. Such train- 
ing missions are a part of the long-range navigation and 
cruise control training program being conducted by 
units of Strategic Air Command. 


''"The B-36 has a range of over 10,000 miles'and a 


speed of over 435 miles per hour. It is armed with 26 
20-millimeter cannons and has carried a total of 84,000 
pounds of bombs, the heaviest load of bombs ever car- 
ried by one airplane. 


Maintenance crews flown from Fort Worth arrived 


in England and were ready to service the huge bombers 
when they arrived. 


After servicing, which included 21,135 gallons of 


fuel, normally carried in the B-36 wing tanks, and the 
maintenance needed, the aircraft are expected to leave 
England for the U. S. within 96 hours. 


The planes will fan out on separate missions rang- 


ing from 25 to 40 hours on the homeward flight to Fort 
Worth.
